Dr. MeDougall, 
who was acting for the Indian de- 
partment in the transaction, returned 
to the city yesterday and in an in- 
terview last night stated that the 
government surveyors were now on 
the ground surveying sections which 
had been surrendered and that 45 
soon as the land was surveyed ‘t 
would be sold by auction, one quarter 
section at a time, 


; Will Reduce Press Rates. 

London, June 25.—The Imperial 
press congress met today to consider 
the report of. the committee on cable 
rates, Hon, L. W. Lawson presiding. 
The chairman submitted the commit- 
tee’s warm recommendations whicn 
urged the government of the empire 
to increase the means and reduce the 
cost of Imperial electric communic.- 
tions and asking Premier Asquith to 
receive a deputation, and also em- 
phasizing the necessity of linking up 
the different parts of the empire with 
wireless service, One positive re- 
sult, said Lawson, has been reached, 
for Mr. Baxendale, on behalf of the 
Pacific cable board thhad stated that 
his board would unconditionally 
duce their rates on press messages 
by half. The New Zealand govern- 
ment would do the same regarding 
terminal charges. Also it is believed 
that the Australian government 
would do the same. Lawson added 
that it was the general opinion that 
nothing would meet the necessity of 
the case except a general reduction 
of press rates. 

It was resolved that the committee, 
with the addition of Lord  North- 
cliffe, Dafoe, of Winnipeg, Spender, 
of the Westminster Gazette, and Don- 
ald, of the Chronicle, among others 
would wait upon Premier Asquith, if 
other recommendations of the com- 
mittee were adopted. Noberly Bell, 
of the Times, pointed out that th 
concession spy the Paeific board re- 
duced the press rate from 19 to 9 1-2 
cents a word, Bell added that the 
Canadian authorities would also .« 
asked by the board to reduce their 
charges. P. D. Ross re-introduced 
his resolution favoring a state owned 
electric connection between Canada 
and Britain remarking that in view 
of wireless telegraphy he would be 
muking a great mistake if he used 
the words a state-owned cable. He 
thought that the governments oft 
Cunada and Great Britain should 
consider the mater immediately. | 
Mareoni had informed the commiftee 
that morning that in August next he 
would be able to give a service of 
150,000 words daily at half the pres 
ent cable rates, It was a state own- 
ed communication, however, whic’ 
would ensure the reduction of raie? 
Rates were kept high by combines 
representative of Anglo-American 
companies.
